He did not miss a word 
of testimony and eagerly whispered to 
his solicitor, Arthur Newton, whenever 
he thought he had detected a point in 
hie favor. 


On the other hand, Ethel Clare Le-

The police au- 
thorities had anticipated that the day 
would bo a trying one for her and ac- 
cordingly she wan attended for the first 
time In court by a wardress, who sat 
close to her throughout the proceed-1 
ings.

with a total or 1,761,948, with the Jews 
second at 976,263 Polish 
home-seekers 


were third In number with 873,660. The 
miscellaneous immigrants for whom no 
appropriate place could be found tn 
these subdivisions numbered 10,772. Pa- 
cific islanders were the least in number, 
only 061 of them Immigrating in the 10 
years.

known business men of the city, who

ber of aliens who have arrived in the 
United 
States since 1901 Is 9,771,612. 


The races represented have been classi- 
fied into 40 subdivisions by the statis- 
ticians of the immigration bureau. The 
southern Italians lead all in numbers 
with a total or 1,761.848, with the Jews 
second at 978,263 Polish home-seekers 
were third in number with 873,660. The 
miscellaneous immigrants for whom no 
appropriate place could be found In 
these'subdivisions numbered 10,772.

Colonel Roosevelt may have an ambition to be chosen as a common 


candidate for all parties, yet he represents neither one nor the other but 
aspires to be a party in himself and to make all the people his followers.

It is results .that count in aviation as 


in other things, and these figures tell I 
the story of the Harvard -Boston aero; 
meet. Grahame-White 
came to tho 


meet thoroughly equipped In knowl- 
edge, skill and flying machines and as a 
result he walked off with the big mon- 
ey. He looked like a winner at the 
start and at the finish he had made 
good the impression he created Friday] 
evening, Sept. 2, when in the presence 
of about 1000 people he rose from the 
ground-in his Bleriot monoplane for a 
trial spin round tho course and fairly 
hypnotized those who saw him in tho 
air for the flrst time. 


Tho American aviators on the Hold 


who saw that short flight knew then 
and there the kind of work they had 
cut out for them for the following nine 
days and some of tho best of them 
looked serious when tho flight was end- 
ed. They realized that tho Englishman 
was no novice. He demonstrated that i 
fact in that first flight, and tho next; 
day, and every succeeding day he has! 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of e.v-! 
erybody who has seen htm that he Is 
a master aviator—a well-trained man. 
skilled and confident. 
Efficiency Was Demanded 


And it took an aviator who wns cfil- 


clent at every point to win

prizes nt this meet, for pitted against:

Th.; Curtiss machines did not show 


up to as good advantage at this" meet 
as. did. the others, but that was due to 
circumstances over which the aviators 
had little control, and those who know 
them best are as strong "in their faith 
as ever.

The contests were remarkable in one 


groat respect1—there was not.a single 
accident to one of the aviators during, 
the entire nine days and the accidents 
to machines would not figure up S500: 


This is 
pretty good for what most 


people consider the mogh dangerous of 
sports. 
And the meet so far has been 


remarkable In another essential 
re- 


spect—It has more than paid expenses. 


In this respect it establishes a world's 


record, and thers are two more days 
to be heard from when all of the 
professional flyers will be seen in tests 
and exhibitions, and it is not unflkely 
that there will b» at least one chal- 
lenge contest- between one or more 
of the American aviators and Grahame- 
Wlilte. 


The amateur contests -during 
the 


meet did not amount to much.

cept Clifford .B. . Harmon, who

English aviator. He was the lion of the 
day and the demand for his autograph 
was only exceeded by" the good-natured 
manner in which He acceded to the de- 
mand.

Crowd of 25,000 Persons 


There was a crowd of fully 
25,000 


persons in attendance at the last day 
of the contests and they saw some very 
pretty flying— especially. in the 
bomb 


dropping contest, between Grahame- 
Whitc and other contestants Including 
TVilbur 
Wright, 
who dropped the 


bombs from the -Wright biplane. And 
this bomb dropping contest did not 
end until the last moment. The $5000 
was in 'the- air -all day and Grahame- 
White who had been regarded as the 
winner of this prize from the start did 
not feel so sure of it until the last 
moment. 
He hejld nine bombs in re- 


serve up to the end in case the Wright 
fliers should attempt to wrest the prize 
from him. 


If the Wright fliers had gone after 
this, prjze earlier in the meet the re- 
sult might, have been different. 
The 


Wright (iiers had altitude, duration and 
distance cinched Monday,, and 
these 


could not be wrested, from ih'em, except 
by serious accident or gross careless- 
ness. 


It was, as far as weather conditions 


were concerned, one of "he best days 
of the meet 
The forenoon was espe- 


cially fine. The sky was clear through- 
out the day and the 
wind 
did not 


freshen lip until about 2 o'clock. Then 
it blew between 10 and. 12 miles an 
hour, but by 4 o'clock the conditions 
were.ngnin favorable -for the best kind 
of flying. 


Grahame-Whfte was tho first on tho 


field, and he was loudly applauded as 
he ran his machine from the hangar, 
under power, up to the getaway and 
with little preliminary started off on a 
flight for altitude, duration and bomb 
throwing. 


He stayed In the air 
20" minutes, 


'and he scored 29j\polnts in 11 bomb 
trials, which included txyo bullseyes. 
In the corrected score, however, four of 
the shots were thrown out by the com- 
mittee because tho aviator flew less 
than 100 feet and the seven good shots 
netted him 16 points. 


Johnstone Flies for Distance 


At 3.10 Glonn Curtiss utarted on a 


flight for speed, distance and duration 
In which it was the intention to in- 
clude the Globe course to Boston light 
for the {10,000 prize. He did not oven 
flnlsli tho three speed laps when ho 
was forced to alight in tho marsh, bo- 
cause of bin motor.

Mr,. Stevens said that he, could count 


on the fingers of his two hands the peo- 
ple who were-habitual worshipers there 
when he first became the organist un- 
der the ministry of Mr. Jenkins, .-and 
who are still habitual worshipers in the 
First church. There were ten, and nine 
of them were women. "It has been my 
pleasure," he said, "to be connected 
here with nine .clergymen. So.' you see 
that although ministers come and min- 
isters go, the organ grinder still re- 
mains. With these clergymen there has 
always existed the-most pleasant rela- 
tions, and they atill exist with the pas- 
tor of this church. I'was particularly 
Intimate-with-Rav.
